has hitherto been fixed for the Wives of Of. 
Eeers who may obtam the speêial permission 
of Government to accompany their Husbands 
on Foreign Service, is pleased to determine, 
that when an Officer obtains permission to 
take his Wife with bim on Foreign Service, 
and wheù no extra accommodation is required 
beyond that which the Husband is eutitied to 
by his rank, the Lady shalt be received on 
board and accommodated at the Captain's of 
Commander’s Table at the rate of 4 \Sicca 
Kapces per diem. 

In cases in weich the Child or Children of 
an Officer may be permitted by Government 
to accompany the Father on Service beyond 
Sca, His Lordship m Council is pleased to 
fx 2 Sicca Rupees per diem as the rate to be 
charged-by: the Captain or Commander, for 
the accommodation of each Child, while on 
Board of ship. 

The:rates above specified are applicable to 
the chartered Ships of the flonorable Com. 
pauy, and generally to all Ships engaged as 
transpofts procceding on ‘the public service, 
tünless in the instance of:Ships of fhe latter 
description, circumstarnees shall render it 
necessary to provide for the agtummudstion 
of Officers, their Wives and Children, ander 
a speeial engagement.

PARIS PAPERS. 


Paris, Dec. 18.—On the 5th December, 
the Emperor, having called together at his 
kead.quartersat Smorgony, the Viceroy, the 
Prince of Neufchatel, aud the Marshals 
Pukes of Elchingen, Dantzic, Treviso, the 
Prince of Eckmuhl, the Dakeof Istria, 
acquainted them, that he had nomiuated the 
King of Naples his Lieutenant-General, to 
Commaud the army during the rigorous 
Scasoït. 

His Majesty, in passing through Wilna, 
was employed several hours with the Duke 
òf Bassano. His Majesty travelled incognito, 
ina single sledge, with aud uuder the name 
of the Duke of Vicenza. He examined the 
fortificatious of Praga, surveyed Warsaw and 
remained there several hours unknown, 

Two hours before his departure he sent for 
Count Potocki, and the Minister of Finance 
of the Grand Duchy, witb whom he bad a 
long conferenco. 

His Majesty arrived on the 14th, at one 
o'clock in the morning, at Dresden, and 
alighted at the houseof his Minister, Vount 
Serra. 

He had a long conference with the King of 
Saxony, and iinmediately afterwards pursuecd 
his journey, taking the road of Leipzic and 
Mentz. 

M. De Montesquien, Aid.de.Camp of the 
Prince of Neufchatel, dispatched by the Em- 
peror from his head.quarters at Selitehe, on 
the 2d of December, with dispatches for the 
Empress, arrived at Paris last night.

To-day, Sunday the 14th of February, his 
Mujesty, the Emperor and King departed at 
one o'clock from the Palace of the Thuilleries 
in grand state, to proceed to the Patsce of the 
Legislative Body. Salvoes of artillery ane 
nounced the departure of his Majesty from 
the Thuiileries, and his arrival at the Legislte 
tive Body. (Here follows the routethe proe 
cession took.) 

The President of the Legislative Body, and 
25 deputies, received his Majesty at the bote 
tom of the stair-case, aud conducted him to 
the apartment prepared to receive hin. 

The deputation from the Senate and the 
Council of State, having taken their places, 
her Majesty the Bmipress being seated in the 
tribune in front of the Kmperor’s throne, ace 
compauied by her Majesty the Quasen Hor- 
tense, and surrounded by the oflicers of her 
household, the diplomatie corps occupied a 
tribane to the right. ‘Phe Kmperor having 
rested himself in his apartment, went to the 
hall of the Legislative Body, preceded by his 
suite, Ou theentry of his Majesty, all the 
deputies arose. His Majesty seated himself 
upuu tlie throne. 

She Princes Grand Diguitaries, &c. having 
taken their places according to their ranks, 
tlie Emperor beiug seated, the Grand Master 
of the ceremonies took his Majesty’s orders 
for opening the sitting. 

‘Fhe Prince Vice Grand Blector demanded 
his Majesty’s permission to present to him the 
Members of the Legislauve Geúy lateiy electe 
ed, and ailow them to take the oath. 

One of the Olficers called over the names, 
ana the oath was taken. 

‘Fhis being tieished, the Emperor delivered 
the following speech :— 

<< Gentlemen, Deputies from the Depart. 
meuts to the Legislative Body.—l'he war, a- 
gain Lighted up in the North of urope, vuller. 
ed a favourable opportunity to the projects of 
the Eugtish upon tie Peninsula, Fhey made 
great efiorts. All their hopes were deevived 
—their army was wrecked before the citadel 
of Burgos, and obliged, after suffering great 
losses, to evacuate eutirely the Spanish terri 
tory. 

«< T myself entered Russia. ‘The French 
arms were constantly victorious in the fields 
of Ostrowno, Polotsk, Mohilow, Smolensko, 
Moscow, and Maloyaroslavitz. 'Phe Russian 
armies could not staud before our armies 
Moscow fell into our power. 

« Whilst the barriers vf Ikussia were foreed, 
and the impoteney of her arms acknowledged, 
a swarm of Tartars turned theire parricile 
hands against ite finest provinces of that vast 
empire, which they had been called to defend. 
They in a few weeks, notwithsranding the 
tears and despair of the uufortunate Aluscot 
vites, burned more than four thousand of 
their finest villages, more haa ffty of their 
finest towns, thus gratifying their ancient hat. 
red, under the pretext of retarding our 
march, by surrounding us with a desert. We 
triumphed over all these obstacles! Even the 
fire of Moscow, by which, iu four days they 
annthitated the fruits of the labours aud cares 
of four generations, chinged in no manner the 
prospervus slate of my atiairs. But the ex. 
cessive aud premature rigour of the winter 
brought down a heavy calamity upon my ar. 
my. fu a few nights 1 saw every thing 
change; Fexperienced great losses. ‘i'hey 
would have broken my heart, if, in these 
great circumstances, Leonld have been acces 
sib;e to any other sentimeuts than those of the 
interest, the glory, and the future prosperity 
of my people. 

On seving the erils which pressed upon 
us, the joy of England was great. Her hopes 
had vo bourds. She offered our finest pro. 
vinces as tÉo reward of treason. She made as 
the conditiou of peace, the dismemberment of 
this vast Empire; it was, under other terms, 
o proclaim pernetaal war,

integrity of the empire, the love which they 
have shewn for me, has dissipated all these 
chimeras, and brought back our enemies to a 
Mere jest consideration of things. 

<< The misfortunes produced by the rigour 
of hoar frost, have made apparent, in all their 
extent, the grandeur aud the sotidity of this 
empire, founded upou the efforts and the love 
of 50,000,000 of citizens, and upon the ter. 
ritorial resources of the finest countries in the 
world. 

‘Itis with a lively satisfactian that we 
have seen our people of the kingdom of Etaly, 
those of ancient Holland, and of the united 
departments, rival Gld Wrance, and fcel that 
there is for them no future hope, but in the 
consideration and the triumph of the Grand 
Empire.

2, The Amhassaturs, Alinisters, Charges d' Atfaires 
of Foreign Powers to che Moly Father, and the Aumbas- 
salons, Ministers, er Charges d' Affaires, wiom the 
Pepe may have with foreien powers shall enjoy such 
irvinanities and privileges as are enjoyed by the meine 
hers of the Diplomatie Beds. 

3. ‘he domains which were possessed Ev the Holy 
Father, and that have net been aliesared, shall be ox- 
empted from all kinds of intposts, and shall be adrie 
nistered by his avents or Chargís d'Afaires. ‘Those 
which were elienatei, shall be regiaced, as far as to tlie 
amount of two millions of France in revenue.

Copy of a letter from Vattadolid of the 
17th of Ja:uary, to the Minister at War, 
from General Count Reillo, Commaudaut vf

Monsiegneur,—General Merlot, commande 
ing the Cavalry of the Army, has sent me a 
report from General Boyer, with which K 
hasten to make your Bxeellency acquainted. 

On the 15th, 200 horses of the 25th Dete 
goous, which had been to Cayros for the cora 
respondence, returned at six o'clock in the 
evening to Mayorga.
